Language, like thought, can be 
living, active, and fruitful only 
through the living breath of the native 
form. If the education of the deaf is to 
develop knowledge and power, intellectu- 
ally and broadly, there is 110 way of break- 
ing the path of instruction supeitot to the 
even if it may not be fit 
for the expression of abstract ideas, it is 
unsurpassed as a vehicle for the impassion- 
ed expression of thought. 

We heie iecoe,m.e the wisdom of the 
great breadth of the American system, 
providing methods for all the various class- 
es that come to school, whether congeni- 
tal ly it eat, semi -deaf, semi -mute, or just 
dumb, and the application of methods to 
fit the variety of individual mental differ- 
ence. That the schools using the combin- 
ed system are doing this work, we sathet 
from the statistics furnished by the Annals 

I a unary, which reports that in the 
United States, of the 64 public residential 
schools for the deaf, 4S are liste 
bined; these hsd 11,723 pupils, taught by 
1,573 teachers, of whom K.i; taught special 
classes in speech. In these schools there 
were 8,503 pupils taught speech, and from 

khowlng it is evident that combined 
system schools are not neglecting this 
branch of training. 

We may now turn to some of the diffi- 
culties and defects, which mark the opera- 
tion ot the Combined System. Theseare 

not organic or inherent, but being the out- 
come ind lax conditions, are fttttC- 
i\ and letnediable.

The commission grafter who ima- 
gines he can go fifty-fifty in serving 
the Lord and the N. A, D., is due 
for a promotion to a " good old class 
called the apparently overlooked."

AN APPRECIATION 

In the recent death of Mrs. 
abeth Carroll Daly at her home 
in Venice-by-the-Sea, California, the 
deaf have loat a true friend. No. 
only the deaf of California, but the 
deaf of the entire country as well. 
But it was in this locality, where 
she had lived for the past fifteen 
years, that her widespread benevo- 
lent activities were perhaps best 
known and best understood. Prior 
to coming west she had lived in New 
York City, where, no doubt, many 
a grateful soul whom she befriended 
still remembers her. 

Having at her command a large 
fortune, Mrs. Daly never showed the 
least inclination to enjoy it in the 
ordinary way of the rich. Brilliant 
and cultured and widely travelled, 
she might have surrounded hereself 
with the accessories and details of 
high life; she might have owned and 
lived in fine houses; she might have 
a lover of fashionable dress; and she 
might have been a leader in society. 
All this and that she did not, and. 
was not. Why? Because things of 
the flesh — those vapid, vain, never- 
bring-happiness things did not appeal 
to her. The depth and breadth of 
her soul was beyond that. Her true 
joy consisted in ministering to the 
poor, the sick, or the unfortunate. 
She was not a believer in organized 
charity, which, by virtue of its 
eieborateness and detail, too often 
lacks the very humane asset for 
which it stands. Therefore she 
belonged to no charity organiza- 
tion, but had her own way of giving 
freely and generously, which act 
often startled others who could not 
persuade themselves to give so 
trustingly. Mrs. Daly never asked 
questions, nor in any way showed 
that she doubted the poor man's 
word. When they decieved her she 
forgave them, which usually brought 
them back repentant, ashamed that 
they had been so base and mean, 
after all her unstinted, unselfish 
interest in them. In that way was 
formed many a lasting friendship, 
which served to inspire high ideals 
into many a poor man, who other- 
wise would have remained callous 
and discouraged. 

Mrs. Daly's manner of observing 
Christmas day, always impressed me. 
She was wont to frown on the mo- 
dern Christmas way, which at beat 
has become to the average person 
only a dread and an extravagance. 
No doubt many an observer may 
have thought her indifferent, but 
could they have known half the 
truth they would have been forced 
to marvel at the number of lowly 
homes made brighter on Christmas 
day by her generous checks. 

Like the truest of benefactors, Mrs. 
v was ever retiring and reticent, 
pleased only with the self-conscious 
knowledge that God saw and ap- 
ed of her Christian endeavors. 
She was ever keenly alive to the 
perils confronting the deaf. Many, 
many a person of position and power 
she interested inrthe oral evil. The 
fact that her deaf daughter, Mrs. O. 
Kegensherg, speaks and reads the 
lips well, was no blind guarantee to 
her that all deaf people can and 
ought to do the same. Nor did she 
ever make pretense of lip-reading 
having been taught to Mrs. Regens- 
berg. Instead, she announced the 
startling fact that the day after her 
child became deaf, at the age of five 
years, she started right off reading 
the lips. And she did it so well, so 
perfectly, that her deafness waa al- 
most doubted. A natural born lip- 
reader ! 

Yea, that is what little Josephine 
Daly was, and it is what she, as 
Mrs. Regensberg, is today. That 
natural gift, so few of us have it. 

j owing well the unsurpassable 
efficiency of the manual method, and 
having frequently met with all types 
ure-oral products from the diffe- 
t schools of the country, Mrs. 
Daly was in an exact position to 
judge the appalling limitations 

ralisra . Once she summed the 
situation up by saying tome: 
" What will become of the deaf when 
they are represented by the oral ista?" 
re ia a world of prophecy in 
that warning, which I hope my deaf 
friend* and co-workers will not paaa 
over lightly. 

Although herself a devout Roman 
bolic, Mrs. Daly could never 
approve of the present plan to raise 
le to the good Abbe de l'fipee. 
herwise she might have contn 
ed largely toward that fund. Real- 
ly, this is no time for statues. 
What the deaf need, more than any 
other time in history, ia press privi- 
leges. Until we can publicly com- 
bat the misrepresentations and false 
statements of the Voltaists, the 
f the deaf citizen will con- 
ie to dwindle and dwindle, until 
ly nothing will be left but bond- 
age. A horrible bondage at that! 
This in not pessimism. And I don't 
care who calls it radicalism. As an 
ardent student of sciences, biology, 
and everyday matter-of-factneas, I 
could not proclaim otherwise. 

if to return to the subject of my 
sketch. It was at the funeral of Mrs. 
it we witnessed one of those 
rare and touching incidents that 
people like to talk of for a long time 
afterwards. Upon the flower-laden 
casket beirn; church, an 

tunate old woman, a deaf-mute, 
her eyes swollen with weeping, 

tely stepped forward 
boldly lifting back the coffin plate 
placed upon her dead benefactress' 



breast her meager token of love and 
gratitude, which was a small bunch 
of the commonest flowers held to- 
gether with a piece of newspaper. 
Mrs. Daly had repeatedly befriended 
her, finally saving her little hard- 
earned home from the merciless 
clutches of loan sharks. That 
touching incident at church Mrs. 
Daly's children saw, and it gave 
them infinitely more pleasure than 
all the other costly floral offerings 
combined could ever have done. It 
was a truly fine instance of deaf- 
mute gratitude, the lack of which 
we are prone often to decry. 

Although the last sad rites were 
attended by well-known people, 
whose aggregate wealth is many 
million dollars, I am sure that, could 
Mrs. Daly have known, the humble, 
tearful, manifestations of the poor 
would have pleased her best of all.
